We have nine churches, 
344 members, eight evangel- 
ists and five Sunday schools.

After traveling a few 
hours‘I was taken sea sick, 
and asI lay there with the 
water running on me wetting 
my quilt, and my bones ach- 
ing, | said to myself, | am not 
going back to the islands 
next year,” and this song 
came to me, “I Have Given 
Up All For Jesus.” Bless 
His name. 

When brother Tomlinson 
asked me if I would go back, 
at first | said “No,” then-I re- 
membered how the tears 
were- running down the 
cheeks of the dear people 
over there when I left them. 
Then I said, “I will go back.” 
One old colored man 
talked pretty rough to broth- 
er Tomlinson when he was 
there, but he now sends word 
for brother Tomlinson to for- 
give him. Thank God, this 
same man now has the Holy 
Ghost and is a member of the 
Church of God. 

Some ask, ‘Why can’t just 
anybody go there and work?” 
Well, the work is so different 
there. People don’t know 
their ways and they don’t 
know how to love them. If 
you gothere, you must go 
home with them, be friendly 
with them, lay your hand on 
their -shoulder and do as 
Paul says, ‘Be all things to 
all men.” Infact you must 
be one of them. I believe | 
am one of them for I truly 
love them. I imagine now 
that I can see them standing 
on the dock with the tears 
running down their cheeks 
crying, “Come back, Brother 
Padgett, come back.”

When this is done 
they feel like shouting. If 
you could see how they give 
I believe your pocket books 
would fly open. Some of 
you have been carrying on 
this work by your prayers 
and means. Sometimes | 
fare well and sometimes I 
don’t, but they always give 
me the best they have. When 
I go into a home they make 
a pallet on the floor for them- 
selves and give me the bed 
to sleep on.
